OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., Oct. 25 
Associated Press).—Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor M; E. Trapp was declared Acting 
Governor of Oklahoma: in a decision of 
the State Supreme Court late today, 
making permanent a writ of prohibition 
against Governor J. C. Walton and 
District Judge Tom G. Chambers §Sr., 
which restrains them from interfering 
with the Lieutenant Governor’s assump- 
tion of the office. 

The court announced its decision 
orally after a brief conference following 
an afternoon of argument. The de- 
cision, it was explained, made the writ 
effective against. J. C. Walton as an 
indfvidual and not as Governor. Judge 
Chambers was enjoined in his, le 
capacity ‘as Judge. Tee BN ot the 
court was 5 to eg centt , im 
The decision tdiris a resolution 
adopted by tha State Senate suspending 
Goverhor Walton during his itmpeach- 
ment ttial, and nullifies an injunction 
obtained by the Governor in Judge 
Chambers’s court which would have pre- 
vented the Lieutenant Governor , from 
. becoming Acting Governor. 

Notified of the court’s action, Gover- 
nor Walton: declared that he inténded 
to ‘continue the fight.’’ He declined 
to indicate his future course, saying 
that whatever he does is ‘“‘up to my 
attorneys.”’ He refused to issue a for- 
mal statemént. 

The énd of the hearing came suddenly 
while counsel for the Governor still 
were presenting their argument. 

Interrupting the speaker, Acting Chief 
Justice McNeill arose, and with a wave 
of his hand announced that the Court 
had heard enough. 

After a short conference the Court 
‘made known its decision. The injunc- 
tion against the Lieutenant Governor 
was granted yesterday by Judge Cham- 
bers, who was appointed by the Gover- 
mor. ° 

First Fight Over Kian in House. 


While the Court fight was the most 
significant development in the day’s 
impeachment program, a physical clash 
between members of the Lower House 
of the Legislature threw the body into 
an uproar. 

The trouble started when Representa- 
tive J. W. Callahan, Democrat, Latimer 
County, and a Walton. supporter, d- 
clared in a speech that N. C. Jewett, 
Grand Dragon of the Oklahoma Klan, 
was dictating the actions of the House. . 

The words scarcely had fallen from 
his lips when legislators jumped to their 
feet, protesting violently. ‘“That’s a 
black lie,”” shouted one, as others closed 
in on Callahan. The latter grappled 
with the first man that reached him and 
together they went to the floor. 

Sergeants-at-Arms tried to disperse 
almost a score of members who endeav- 
ered to reach the Latimer legislator. 
Their efforts failed, however, and. Cal- 
lahan forcibly was ejected from the 
chamber. 

When quiet was restored,. Callahan 
returned with a Sergéant-at-Arms and 
resumed his seat. J. B. Harper, Demo- 
crat, Leflore, who was in the chair on 
account of the illness of Speaker W. D.

Win Nobel Medicine Prize 
-STOCKHOLM, Oct. 25 (Associ- 
ated Press).—The Nobel Prize for 
medicine for 1923 has been awarded 
to Dr. F. G. Banting and Dr.'J. J. 
_R. MacLeod of Toronto for their 
discovery of insulin. 


Drs. Banting and MacLeod are 
the fourth and fifth North Amer- 
icans to be honored by the award 
of Nobel Prizes for scientific 
achievements, having been preced- : 
/ed by A. A. Michelson, who in 1907, 
received the prize for physics; by 
T. W. Richards, who in 1914, re- 
ceived that for chemistry, and by

BECAME COUNTRY PEDDLER 


Told Friends He Was a Martyr, 
Shielding Another, but 
Kin Deny This. 


After having lived for thirty years un- 
der an assumed name, an old man who 
dropped--dead near Bridgeport; Conn., 
eleven days ago was revealed to have 
been a brother of ‘the late Peter B. 
Olney, socially and politically prom- 
inent in New York and Richard Olney 
who was Attorney General and Secre- 


-tary of State in the Cabinet of President 


Cleveland. In deference to his own wish 
he was buried on last Friday under his 
real name—Frederick Anthony Olney— 
in the family plot at Oxford,. Mass., 
where rest. many of the Olneys who have 
made the name famous in New England 
and the nation for generations. .

DETROIT, Oct. 25.—‘‘I’m for Presi- 
dent Coolidge if he will enforce the Pro- 
hibition lawe,’”’ said Henry Ford today 
when asked what he thought of the 
third party that was organized in 
Detroit. 

“You can say also,” continued Mr. 
Ford, ‘‘that I think that the President 
is going about the matter of enforce- 
ment in the right way. It. is undoubt- 
edly a Federal matter, but he has given 
hé Governors and the States of the 
country the first chance. . They,. too, 
have sworn to uphold the Constitution. 
He said for them to enforeé thé: law. 


‘It they do not do It, Wei svidently wif 


ie tae Peheak aT SES ims 
tant that, as E have said before, I think 
that the army and navy ought to be 
used, if need be, to enforce it.’’ 

Mr. Ford made this same suggestion 
six months ago. 

“What do you think of the stand that 
your friend Senator Couzens is taking 
on the.prohibition law? He is in favor 
of going back to 6 per cent: beer and 
light wines."’ 

“He knows he is wrong about it,” 
said Mr. Ford. “Mr. Couzens knows 
better. knows’that in the Ford Motor 
Plant booze never did anybody any 
good, and he is taking a backward step 
when he stands for 5 per cent. beer 
and light wines. Jim Couzens knows he 
is not striking a popular chord. He has 
not correctly read the signs of the times. 

‘“‘The American people are not intend- 
ing to get into reverse and go back- 
wards on this important questions We 
are in high gear going forward on these 
big questions, and nothing can stop 
us.”’ 

Then Mr. Ford went back to his fa- 
vorite plari for enforcing the prohibition 
law, saying: 

“If President Coolidge would say he 
would use, the army and navy..he would 
never have to use them.”

13,449 TAXICABS IN CITY 


Licensing of Vehicles and Drivers 
Should Be Done by Police, 1922 
Report Recommends. 


_— 


With 187 licensed theatres and 578 
licensed. motion picture houses, it is 
estimated in a. report of the Depart- 
ment of Licenses, made public yester- 
day, that the daily theatre attendance 
in New York City is 677,840. The, re- 
port covers the activities of the License, 
Department for 1922 and was prepared 
by John F. Gilchrist just before he re- 
signed as head of the department to 
become President of the State Tax De- 
partment last. January. He was suc- 
ceeded by August W. Glatzmayer. 

According to the’ report Manhattan 
has 120 theatres, seating 187,416, and 183 
motion picture houses seating 137,371. 
Brooklyn is next with forty-five thea- 
tres seating 29,059 and 238 motion pic- 
ture houses seating 170,137. Bronx has 
nine theatres ‘with seats for 17,267 and 
seventy-seven motion picture houses 
with 62,980 capacity. Queens has seven 
theatres with 12,556 seats and seventy- 
one motion picture houses with 54,531 
seats. Richmond is last with three thea- 
tres, se 2,61 Gand nine. “movie” 
houses 3,907. 

The report also states that for the 
first time the number of individual 
licenses issued by the department passed 
the 100,000 mark in 1922: “~The reventie 
from all licenses was $754,836,74, while 
the expenses of conducting the depart- 
ment was less, than a third of that 
amount, or $216,219.13. 

Regarding taxicab conditions the re- 
port states: 

*“‘At the end of 1922 there were in the 
city 36,449 licensed taxicabs and 23,472 
licensed drivers. ‘The rapid increase in 
these licenses is indicated by a com-

ILLITERACY AND INTOLERANCE. 
The Imperial Wizard has spoken. 
The great gathering of the Klan in 
Texas furnished him his platform, and 
from it the former Atlanta dentist read 
the speech which, he confided to his 
friends, he had spent five months in 
writing. Evidently he regards it as 
the whole gospel of the Ku Klux Klan. 
Yet no one can read it without some- 
how associating it with his former 
occupation, in which he doubtless in- 
flicted the usual amount of suffering 
upon the victims in his chair. One is 
reminded of the lady who asked the 
poet Rogers why he was always say- 
ing such disagreeable things. He re- 
plied: “ My dear, I have a very weak 
** voice, and if I didn’t say disagree- 
** able things no one would take the 
** trouble: to listen to me.” The Im- 
perial Wizard gives the impression of 
a speaker who knows that his words 
will not: carry far unless he makes 
them as disagreeable as possible. 
After lumping together negroes, 
Jews and Catholics as. the elements of 
our population upon.which the Klan 
declares war in the name of pure and 
undefiled Americanism, the Wizard 
came out strong on illiteracy. He was 


shocked by the great numbers of peo- i 


ple who cannot read.or write in Italy, 
in Spain, in Greece and Bulgaria. 
This is peculiarly delightful coming 
from a Southern man., The South can 
hold its own In the matter of illiteracy, 
as the army statistics showed, and 
has been notoriously backward in pro- 
viding the means of public education. 
Unfair discrimination against negroes 
in sharing the school funds has long 
been a ground of complaint in several 
Southern States. If the Imperial Wiz- 
ard would buckle to the task of in- 
creasing the number of literates among 
the colored people, a part of his objec- 
tion to them would be removed. But, 
of course, it is much easier to rail at 
other countries. : 

It apparently never occurred to the 
Imperial Wizard to ask if there are 
not some things worse than illiteracy. 
According to the soundest American 
tradition, intolerance is one of them. 
A citizen who can read but who shuts 
his mind to the meaning of what hoe 
reads may be more undesirable than 
an illiterate person who accepts and 
acts upon the general principles of 
human brotherhood and of hearty co- 
operation in the work of building up 
the country in all that makes for its 
prosperity and peace and stability. 
There are‘some fundamental qualities 
of civic character which are more im- 
portant than a knowledge of books. 
It does not require a scholar to under- 
stand the great experiment in democ- 
racy which has been tried all these 
years in the United, States. Its best 
hope of success lies in valuing a man 
for what he is and can do, rather than 
for his learning, and above all in the 
spirit of friendly sympathy with all 
sortg and conditions of men. Nothing 
could in reality be move un-American 
than the unthinking and ferocious in- 
tolerance which the Ku Klux Klan is 
at present making one of its cardi- 
nal doctrines. It exhibits ignorance 
enough, but we could endure a great 
deal more of this provided that it 
would recognize the fact that all Amer- 
foans are in the same boat, and that 
they will never reach their destination 
safely unless they insist ' upon‘ fair 
play all around and a considerate and 
tolerant treatment of their fellows, 


RENOVATING ELLIS ISLAND. 

Everybody except Congress has long 
admitted that Ellis Island requires im- 
provement. Even Congress saw the 
light a dozen years ago and voted suf- 
ficient funds to begin an extension of 
the island facilities, but sogn aban- 
doned the project. Whether the com- 
ing Congress will. make it possible to 
resume this work cannot be foretold. 
The completion of the sea wall, part 
of which is already built, is among the 
recommendations made by Commis- 
sioner Curran in his plea before the 
Director. of the Budget for a sum of 
$1,500,000 to modernize the immigra- 
tion station. By such an extension a 
considerable area would be added to 
the island, furnishing greater room 
for exercise for those detained there. 

Of even greater importance are the 
provisions to add a third story to one 
of the dormitories, to hold 1,500 beds, 
thus doing away with the necessity 
for using the present cramped” and 
disagreeable sleeping quarters, con- 
sisting of tiers of bunks in wire cages. 
Two of the complaints in Sir AucxK- 
LAND GEDDES’s report about Ellis 
Island with which evén his severest 
critics agreed were the. condition of 
the sleeping quarters and the general 
uncleanly odor which pervades them. 
Major CURRAN proposes to remedy this 
by the expenditure of $90,000 for re- 
painting: the entire plant. Seventy- 
five thousand dollars is asked for do- 
ing over the medical examination 
rooms. ‘ ; 

Eliis-Island is nét the “ black hole ”’ 
that British propagandists seeking to 
divert British emigration to’ the’ colo- 
nies have endeavored to paint it. Nor 
is it, as-Commissioner Curran has 
pointed out, a luxurious hotel. Only 
those whose right ‘to admission to this 


country is questioned need spend the: 


night there. Those’ who pass.success- 
-| fully are sent eshore as soon as possi- 
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ity ‘of snaas sels tank oe: the island 
stay there only a few hours. Every 
‘one: is agreed, however, that those 
who are obliged to stay should be 
properly treated. Of the food ‘there 
has been little or no complaint. Of 
the regimen but little criticism has 
been justified. Even the dirt has been 
excused by persons familiar with the 
island, on thé ground that it comes in 
with the immigrants _ and that many 
of them,. ordinarily careless in their 
habits, are rendered even more so by 
the excitement and nervous suspense 
of being held on the islanil against 
their wish. Stories have been told of 
immigrants carrying food to bed with 
them. It has been said that others 
discard unwanted articles of all sorts 
wherever they may be. Whoever has 
seen the difficulties of “ policing” 
army barracks can well imagine the 
rapid accumulation of filth in the Ellis 
Island dormitories. ; 

More can and should be done to keep 
the buildings clean. New paint would 
make this easier. And it is imperative 
that the system of individual cots as 
planned by: Commissioner Curran be 
substituted for the present cages and 
bunks. These reforms should not be 
delayed. By making them possible 
Congress can do much to remove the 
most objectionable features of Ellis 
Island. 

THE PHILIPPINES AND THE 
JONES ACT. 

Ip an ‘‘ immediate independence ”’ 
document issued at Manila MANUEL 
Quezon, the leader of the movement 
for the recall of General Woop, says 
that he.is confident that Congress 
will give its support to the Filipino 
cause, If he means that Congress will 
declare for immediate independence, 
or set a time limit upon the control 
of/ the Philippines by the United 
States, he has not taken into account 
the fact thatewhen the Jones bill was 
before Congress in the Summer of 
1916 there was strong opposition to 
the amendment of Senator Clarks of 
Arkansas providing for the with- 
drawal, of the American Government 
from the islands within two years 
after enactment, or within four. years 
if the President should deem an ex- 
tension of American control neces- 
sary. President Witson, who had 
promised the Filipinos that ‘* every 
** step we take will be taken with a 
“view to the ultimate independence 
** of the islands and as a preparation 
** for that independence,’’ opposed the 
Clarke amendment as unwise at the 
time. It was adopted in the Senate 
by the vote of Vice President Mar- 
SHALL. In the House it was defeated 
by a vote of 165 to 113. Its support- 
ers failed to pass either of two modi- 
fications of the Clarke amendment: 
that independence should be granted 
in from two to six years, or from 
four to eight years. The Jones bill as 
finally passed declared the purpose of 
the United States to be ** to withdraw 
‘* their sovereignty over the Philip- 
** pines and to recognize their inde- 
“pendence as soon as a stable Gov- 
** ernment can be established therein. ad 

No Administration could be ' more 
friendly to the Filipino people or more 
in sympathy with their aspirations 
than was the Wilson Administration. 
Mr. Garrison, the Secretary of War, 
obviously with the approval of the 
President, protested against the Clarke 
amendment as signifying “an aban- 
“donment of the duty of this nation 
“and a breach of trust toward the 
“ Filipinos.” .The offense of General 
Woop. in the eyes of Filipino leaders 
ike Quezon and OsMENA was orig- 
inally that .in the special commission 
report he joined with the former Gov- 
ernor General, CaMERON Forbes, in 
recommending that “ the present gen- 
“ eral status of the Philippine Islands 
“continue until the people have had 
“time to absorb and thoroughly mas- 
“ter the powers ajready in their 
“hands.”. There was. another recom- 
mendation. distasteful to the inde- 
pendence leaders: that “ under no cir- 
“cumstances should the American 


“Government permit to be, estab- 


“lished in the Philippine Islands a 
“situation which: would leave the 
“ United States in a position of respon- 
“ sibility without authority.” No in- 
telligent Filipino wants independence 
without an understanding that the 
United States shall be guardian of the 
islands in thé emergency of threat- 
ened invasion by a. great military 
Power, but what the agitatora for@- 
dependence now want as a step toward 
it is an interpretation of the Jones 
act that would deprive the United 
States of authority over a native Gov- 
ernment.. Thoughtful Filipinos desire 
not only protection by our army and 


naxy in an emergency, but American 


money to develop their resources and 
preference in turiff rates.

Mr. Liorp |Georcs has been break- 
ing in on that Middle Western peace 
which he so much admires. Every 
day he stops off at another city; 
évery day he makes a speech. Like 
the church bell which celebrated the 
determination of the Rev. General 
PETER MUHLENBERG to join the Conti- 
nental Army, every note to Heaven 
flung from off his clamorous iron 
tongue is ‘* War, war, war!” There 
are in Europe the makings of a war 
more hideous than the last. Only 
America and England can save Eu- 
rope. War, bloody war,-north, south, 
east and west. Meanwhile, a modest 
dispatch from Geneva announces that 
the savants of the League of Nations 
are “ curious as to where the war pre- 
“ dicted by Liorp Gsorcs will break 
** out and who is to start it.” We 
may yet.come to the point where re- 
wards will be offered for the discovery 
of a lost or mislaid war, valueless 
except to owner. 

The question where and when is 
more important than.who. It would 
be foolish to deny that there are the 
makings of war in Europe, and any 
genera] war of the future would doubt- 
less be more hideous than the last. 
But from a local war to a general war 
is a long step, as things are now. The 
Treaty of Lausanne and the Corfu 
episode prove that. Nobody in Europe 
is going to fight, ‘for some years to 
come, who can get what he wants 
without fighting; and very few people 
in: Europe are going to fight even if 
they can’t get what they want. For 
the next few years, Europe looks like 
a peaceful continent. : 

Mr. Liorp GEORGE presumably meant 
a new German war of revenge against 
France. That is obviously impossible 
now. It will be impossible for a long 
time. When we get into the next 
generation, with mechanical and 
chemical invention moving at Its pres- 
ent speed, no one can predict any- 
thing. There are the makings of a 
hideous war in the more or less remote 
future almost anywhere. We have 
already seen the dislocations in inter- 
national affairs which follow the over-. 
population of one or two ambitious 
peoples. What will happen when 
every nation is overpopulated, as it 
will be at no impossibly remote date if 
medical science continues to improve 
and races continue to breed for quan- 
tity rather than quality? When we 
all fight each other for an inadequate 
supply of food and breathing space, 
the horrors of the recent war wil] look 
like a Sunday school] picnic. But this 
is not immediately impending; and 
neither is the war of which Mr. 
Luorp Georcz has made himself the

OHIO BROKERS INDICTED. 


Beazell and Chatfield of Cincinnati 
Failed for More Than $1,000,000. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Oct. 25.—George 
H. Beazell and William H. Chatfield Jr. 
of the bankrupt brokerage firm of Béa- 
zell & Chatfield of this city, were in- 
dicted today: by the Hamilton County 
Grand Jury. The concern failed last 
April for more than: $1,000,000. 

The failure is reported to have been 
due to selling short of the New York 
market... Former Federal Judge John W. 
Peck, trustee in bankruptcy in the cage, 
estimated that if all ‘the creditors ac- 
cepted the same settlement they would 
receive about 28 cents on. the dollar. 

Evidence on which the indictments 
were based was obtained principally in 
New York from Hornblower & Weeks, 
who. had been the New York correspon- 
dents of Beazell and <thatfield: One 
hundred former customers of the firm 
were examined by the ‘J oe? 

The sentence for conviction of the for- 
gery charge is -from one to twenty 
years. The sentence for conviction on 
the embezzlement charges ranges from 
one to ten years, The two indictments 
charging conversion of personal property 
mean only a maximum sentence of three 
months in jail and a fine of $500.~

Lawyer Says Zangwill’s Views Are 
Not Sharéd by the Ameri- 
ican sJewry. 





Louis~Marshall, the lawyer, President 
of the American Jewish Committee, took 
direct issue yesterday with Israel Zang- 
will, who on Oct. 14 before the American 
Jewish Congress made the *suggestion 
that the Jewish citizens of this country 
would be gvell advised to resort’ to a 
“Jewish vote’’ on questions affecting 
them. The celebrated author in his re- 
marks referred ironically to the conduct 
of American Jewish affairs as being 
under “marshall law.” fee 

“I disagree totally with Mr. Zangwill’s 
intimation that the Jews of this country 
should unite for political action, or that 
there should be such a thing as a Jewish 
vote in the United States,” “said Mr. 
Marshall. ‘The thought cannot be tol- 
erated that the citizens of this country 
should form racial or religious groups in 
the exercise of their civic and political 
functions. 

“It is the glory of our country that 
before the law ail men are equal, that 
every member of the State owes un- 
euaires loyalty to {t, that its laws 
must free from Uiscrimination and 
apply vequally to all citizens. Hence 
every citizen, yegereness of origin, creed 
or color, is equally bound to observe the 
laws that are enacted by the Congress 
and by the State Legislatures, as inter- 
preted by the courts. 

“Our fellow citizens need for fear that 
Mr. Zangwill’s views on this weet, are 
shared by anys sepeeeete number of the 
cows of the United States. The spon- 
taneous protest which they have verced 
is sufficient evidence of that fact.’’
